Wealth of Klondike is 
Yet Unknown, 


This Year's Output Will Be 
Double Last Year's, 


Reports of New Strikes are 
Still Coming in. 


Latest from Dawson Indicates That 
Vast Changes are Taking Place. 
Hardships and Death—Capt. Jack 
Cultivating Social Life. 


(BY DIRECT WIRE TOC THE TIMES.] 

SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 25.—[Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.] The latest information 
from Dawson is to the effect that re- 
ports from all the creeks in that vicinity 
indicate that the winter product of 
gold will exceed last year’s by more 
than 100 per cent. New strikes are 
being made daily, and all indications 
are that the full extent of the Klondike 
placer regions has by no means been 
yet determined. All known localities 
are crowded with hard-working miners, 
who are pushing development work 
with rapidity unparalleled in this 
country. Yankee genius has furnished 
thawing machinery and frost extractors 
which enable the miner to work econ- 
omically and speedly so that the gold 
production for this winter wi!l be at 
a considerable less cost than heretofore. 

Nearly every claim along the whole 


j length of El Dorado, Bonanza, Hunker, 


Skokum, Bear, Chief Gulch, Aurora, 
Dominion.

Eagle City, in American territory, has 
had a wonderful growth, and is now a 
place with between 2000 and 3000 peo- 
ple. Messengers from Eagle City and 
Circle City have arrived at Dawson 
since the river closed, and all, bring 
most encouraging news, but nothing 
sufficiently definite to justify a positive 
statement. Cold weather has but just 
set in, and the thermometer, which 
has hovered at zero and several degrees 
above, on Tuesday dropped to 35 below, 
and as low as 45 below has beén reg- 
istered. Several persons are reported 
to have been frozen to death. One of 
these was found in Kneeling posture 
beside his sled and dogs, between 
Bunk and Dominion at Summit. He 
is supposed to have made an effort 
to repair a break in his dog’s har- 
ness and, while engaged, to have been 
overcome with exhaustion and cold. 

Another person, a civil engineer in 
the employ of the government, was re- 
cently found frozen standing erect in 
the ice of the Klondike River with a 
pack on his back, and within fifty yards 
of inhabited cabins. The conjecture is 
that he broke through the ice in at- 
tempting to cross the river, and suc- 
cumbing to the severity of the shock, 
was frozen before he could muster 
strength sufficient to extricate him- 
self. 


It is far too early as yet to offer a 
reasonable estimate of the amount of 
gold likely to be produced, but those 
best posted declare it will be double 
that of last year. Notwithstanding 
the threats of the miners not to work 
their claims this winter unless the 
royalty was reduced. work is being 
everywhere pushed to the utmost.

Ex-Judge Day Resumes 
Law Practice, 


President of Peace Commission 
Secks no Oilice, 


Will Not Be a Cendidate for the 
Ohio Governorship. 


Interesting Interview as to the 
Comminsions’ Work—The Big Fee 
Story Ridiculous—Two Criticai 
Periods Recalled. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. ] 

CANTON (0.,) Dec. 25.—Ex-Judge Day, 
president of the late Peace Commis- 
sion, and Mrs. Day, reached their Can- 
ton home in time to take Christmas 
dinner with the family. They arrived at 
10:15 this morning over the Pennsylva- 
nia Railroad. Therg was no formal 
greeting arranged for them, but a com- 


personal friends and members of their 
families were at the station to meet 
them. 

The judge is in excellent health and 
spirits, and the trip abroad has evi- 
dently been beneficial. Mrs. Day is also 
in excellent health, and notwithstand- 
ing the seasickness on the return voy- 
age, comes to her home in much better 
health than when she left it. 

Ex-Judge Day, when asked as to 
his plans for the future, said that he 
expects to remain in.--Canton and re- 
sume the practice of law in the firm 
of which he was a member before en- 
tering the Cabinet of President McKin- 
ley. The work of the commission ended 
when the treaty was delivered to the 
President, and he does not expect to 
visit Washington again in connection 
with any duties on that commission. 

Asked as to whether he had any de- 
sires which the State of Ohio could sat- 
isfy, he said: 

“If you refer to political desires, I 
have not. My only ambition is to he 
allowed to pursue the practice of my 
profession.” 

Later in the conversstion, he author- 
ized the direct statement that uuder 
no circumstances would he be a candi- 
date for Governor, as has been reported 
during his absence in Paris. 

While he talked freely on matters 
connected with his work in Paris, Judge 
Day did not feel at liberty to give an 
interview in detail on the work of the 
commission. He said the talk of $100,000 
compensation for the commissioners, 
or of any sum approaching that 
amount, was ridiculous and preposter- 
ous. 

“The President fixes the compensa- 
tion of the commissioners, and none 
of them, it is safe to say, accepted 
the duties as a speculation. None of 
them has an idea of a large fee such 
as would have been paid had they per- 
formed the duties in the capacity of 
regularly retained attorneys. There is 
no actual precedent on which to base 
an estimate, but the prediction is ven- 
tured that the compensation of the 
commissioners will not exceed $15,970 
each, and the reasonable expenses in- 
curred on the trip and in Paris. hese 
expenses, however, will not include 
those of the wives and families of the 
attachés of the. commission, 
all such went on the journey entirely 
independent of the commission anil 
were in no way a charge upon the 
official party. 

“It is probable that the stories of 
big compensation were suggested by 
payments of treaty obligations of the 
past, notably the Bering Sea matter 
and Mr. Foster’s work in connection 
with the China and Japan treaty. In 
the case of Mr. Foster, there ‘is no 
parallel to the Paris commission. He 
was retained for a very large fee to 
perform certain duties.” In the case 
of the Bering Sea, the commissioners 
were paid very modest sums for their 
work, but associated with them were 
a number of attorneys of note in the 
capacity of counsel, looking after large 
interests, and as such were paid liberal 
fees.”

nearly 260,000,000 bushels, while the Bue 
ropean deficiency, which is the prine 
cipal one in the world, is by the Beer- 
bohm record, only 310,900,000 bushels 
average for the last eight years. He 
surns the present annual requirement 
for. bread 2,324,000,.000 bushels of wheat, 
while the official and export estimates 
of the period since 1890 average more 
than that figure,’ the compilation of 
such estimates for seven years by the 
Department of Aericulture averaging 
2,.477,845,000, an excess of over 150,000,000; 
though the eminent sc'entist {s almost 
as lame in his statistics of consump- 
tion as he.is in those of production, 
really minimizing both. He makes the 
supply of the year only 1,921,000,000, 
while in the statement quoted above, 
the product of 1897, the smaliest of

ALWAYS PREPARED. 


UNITED STATES WILL BE READY 
FOR EMERGENOIES. 


An Enormous Stock of Coal for Nava} 
Vessels to Be Kept on Hand. 
Carolines of Priceless Value. 
Argentina Wants Reciprocity. 
No Settlement Regarding French 
Concessions. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.] 
NEW YORK, UDec. 
Dispatch.] The Navy Department is 
going to ve prepared for any emergency 
that may hereafter ar'se in the Atlantic 
and Pacific oceans by carrying on 
hand an enormous stock of nearly a 
half-million tons of the best steaming 
coal for warships that can be procured. 
This supply is to be systematically dis- 
tributed at American ports most con- 
veniently located for coaling ships for 
any operations the navy may concelv- 
ably be called upon to undertake. The 
distribution of immence piles of Amer- 
ican coal for naval purposes in the Pa- 
cific indicate the unalterable attitude 
which has been adopted by the admin- 
istration regarding the future policy of 
the United States in that direction, as 
the initial expense involved in trans- 
porting the proper quality of fuel used 
in marine engines, as well as the elab- 
orate character of the apparatus which 
must. be installed for expeditious coal- 
ing of war vessels, for which time is 
the most essential element, demonstrate 
how gravely and thoroughly the au- 
thorities have matured their plans. The 
number of tons which will be held in 
reserve at the various coaling stations 
west of the American continent have 
been fixed for the present as follows: 
Manila, 25,000; Guam, 10,000; Honelulu, 
25,000; Pago Pago, 10,000; San Francisco, 
25,000, and Bremorton, Puget Sound, 25,- 
There is no concealment among na- 
val officials of the almost priceless 
value that possession of the Carolines 
would contribute to the maintenance 
of American interests in the Pacific 
Ocean. To Spain this archipelago can 
never be more than a burden and an 
expense which must now appear pro- 
hibitive to the government at Madrid 
in its straightened circumstances, and 
an auction sale to the highest bidder is 
believed to be among the certainties of 
the early future. It is no secret that 
the present administration at Wash- 
ington is not inclined to permit any 
European power to buy this group, and 
emphatic evidence is given of this de- 
termination in the orders issued to na- 
val vessels in the last week, providing 
for the disposition of all the available 
naval forces at Manila, Guam and Hon- 
olulu. 
KILLED IN HAVANA. 

It is learned that two men of the 
Ceuta Battalion were killed in an af- 
fray in Zulueta street, Havana, Satur- 
day night. Each of the men was 
stabbed four times. The fighting lasted 
for an hour. Different versions are 
given as to the cause of the troyble. 
The one most generally accepted is 
that a number of negroes in a house 
in Monsterrat street who were cele- 
brating Christmas eve, shouted “Viva 
Cuba Libre,’’ while aj number of Span- 
iards were passing, and the Spaniards 
responded with the cry, “Viva Es- 
pana,” and immediately afterward a 
shot was fired. This precipitated a gen- 
eral fight, during which two Spanish 
soldiers were stabbed by some one in 
the crowd. No arrests have been made. 

Gen. Ludlow yesterday wrote to Gen. 
Lee requesting that the American sol- 
diers be kept away from Havana un- 
less only on special permission, or are 
sent there on duty. : 

- With the exception of long stretches. 
around the South American continent, 
where it is a case of enforced neutral- 
ity between Latin-American  repub- 
lics, the United States ships cannot 
purchase coal at their ports, and a 
continued recourse to armed colliers 
will be unavoidable. The government is 
now possessed of seventeen of these 
invaluable vessels, with an aggregate 
carrying capacity approximating 50,- 
000 tons, and it is the intention to keep 
these vessels filled to their capacity 
and constantly ready for immediate 
service. 

_ ENTIRELY DIFFERENT. 

In regard to yesterday’s cablegram 
from Singapore relative to the French 
agent in Luang Prabang province and 
his party having been fired upon by 
a Siamese armed force, the Siamese le- 
gation at Paris yesterday considered 
it a sufficient reply to the statements 
to say that the incident to which the 
dispatch probably refers occurred at 
the end of November at the Siamese 
village of Banborten, under circum- 
stances totally at variance with the 
version given in the dispatch. A gen- 
tleman who is in touch with Siamese 
affairs, said that no doubt when the 
full particulars arrive by mail it will

INSANE CALLER. 

A crank managed to get past the 
guard at St. James Palace, London, last 
night, and entered the building. .

The 
man insisted that he must see the 
Prince, and he only stopped when he 
was threatened with a loaded rifie.

WANT RECIPROCITY.

NICARAGUA CANAL. 

Parties in Washington posted on in- 
ternational matters are reported to be 
of the opinion that a grave tactical 
mistake has heen made by the ad- 
ministration in officially acknowledging 
to Great Britain that the Clayton-Bul- 
wer treaty existed, in opposition to the 
opinions of Secretary Blaine and 
Frelinghuysen, who held that Great 
Britain by her own act had long since 
rendered the compact null and void. 
Indignation at the attitude of the ad- 
ministration in thus bending the knee 
to England is intensified because of the 
positive statements that it may com- 
plicate and impede the progress of 
Nicaraguan Canal legislation. Apropos 
of this, Senator Morgan of the Commit- 
tee on Foreign Relations, said last 
night: 

“The situation discloses that Great 
Britain has been encouraged and in- 
vited by people of the United States to 
take this action, who for their own rea- 
sons have determined that no canal 
shall be built to compete with the rail- 
roads, which demand a monopoly of the 
freight traffic between the Atlantic and 
Pacific coasts. No doubt England 
would like to get some valuable conces- 
sions for ‘consenting’ to permit the 
Clayton-Bulwer treaty to be abrogated, 
Encouraged by certain individuals in 
the United States she may try to secure 
various advantages. England cannot 
possibly make any points of the neu- 
trality of the Nicaragua Canal, as all 
pending measures guarantee this. 

BVANS’S NEW JOB. 

A United States gunboat was at Port 
Said yesterday, and the cruiser Buffalo 
arrived at Malta. All are well on 
board both ships, bound for Manila. 
Capt. Bob Evans will probably succeed 
Rear Admiral Bunce in command of 
the New York navy yard. Sampson 
remains commander-in-chief of the 
North Atlantic station, and Schley will 
be assigned to sea duty. 

BEMINI FAMINE. 

The news of a famine that threatens 
to destroy the entire population of the 
Bemini Islands, the westernmost group 
of the English. possessions in the Ba- 
hamas, was brought to Havana by the 
Spanish mail steamer Alicante, which 
arrived yesterday. Capt. Oliver, of 
the Spanish steamer, informed Acting 
British Consul Jerome at Havana im- 
mediately after the arrival, of the grave 
danger that threatens these -British 
subjects, and steps were at once taken 
to supplement the aid which the Span. 
ish officer had already extended to the 
sufferers of the islands. 

Severe storms recently swept over 
this group of small islands, causing the 
loss of many lives, the detruction of 


Britain and France et to face 


growing crops and the wreck of all the 
storehouses. This left the islands 
practically destitute of food. The 
famine has greatly increased since the 
havoc was wrought by the storm. Many 
of the islanders have died of starvation, 
and those still alive are so weakened 
by lack of proper food as to almést 
unable to continue the struggle for 
life. 

The Bemini Islands are about 100 
miles from East Miami, Fla., and fifty 
miles northwest from Nassau, W. I.

HIGHWAYMAN SHOT. 


Masked Robbers and Policemen in 
Deadly Combat. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. ] 

, TACOMA, Dec. 26.—Policeman Brown 
was wounded and an unknown high- 
Wayman probably fatally shot in a 
desperate duel between three masked 
robbers, a policeman and saloon-keeper 
at midnight last night. The three high- 
waymen burst open Peter Pepe’s saloon 
door at South Twelfth and K streets, 
calling him to throw up his hands. 
Without further warning, the men be- 
gan firing at him. Pepe seized his re- 
volver from a shelf and replied. Pa- 
trolman Brown heard shooting 
and rushed to the scene. About a dozen 
shots were exchanged before an un- 
known robber was dropped with a 
bullet through his chest. Patrolman 
Brown was wounded in the chin, The 
other two men ran out and disap- 
peared. Pepe declares that as one of 
them left the door he fired at him, and 
the man cried out as though he had 
been shot. The police are scouring the 
vicinity for the two highwaymen, It is 
generally believed the men are a part 
of the gang of highwaymen who have 
been participating in frequent hold- 
ups, which have occurred recently. The

CRASH OF ENGINES. 


WORST WRECK IN YEARS ON A 
KENTUCKY RAILWAY. 


Nine Men Badly Injured in the Ter- 
rific Collision, and Two are Ex- 
pected to Die—Both Locomotives 
Completely Demolished and the 
Track Torn Up. 


LEXINGTON (Ky.,) Dec. 25.—The 
worst wreck in this vicinity in ten 
years: occurred in the suburbs of the 
city near Pepper’s distillery at. 32 
o'clock this afternoon. A Louisville 
and Nashville yard engine and Chesa- 
peake and Ohio engine No. 90, pulling 
an extra freight train, collided and as 
a result, nine men are badly injured, 
two probably fatally, and both engines 
demolished. The yard engine was 
backing down in the yards, and the 
freight train was coming from Louis- 
ville. The fireman heard the latter, 
which was coming around a curve, 
whistle. and started for a switch, which 
was the only way of avoiding a col- 
lision. He was unable to make the 
switch. and the two engines collided. 

The Louisville engine was completely 
demolished, and the wreck was carried 
300 feet down the track. The Chesa- 
peake and Ohio engine was run back 
through the tender, and the whole 
front beaten in. All the Louisville 
and Nashville employés jumped and all 
were injured, two probably fatally. The

NEW DOLLAR DESIGNS 


More Blank Space on the New Silver 
Certificates. 
[Philadelphia Record:] New designs 
for the one-dollar silver’ certificates 
have been completed at the Bureau of 
Engraving and Printing. The central 
device on the face of the note is an 
'American eagle, with wings partly 
‘spread, clutching the flag, and with 
the deene of the Capitol in the back- 
ground. Below the platform upon which 
the eagle stands are small portraits of 
Lincoln and Grant set in medallions. 
| Large and clear figures are in each 
corner of the note and on the sides. The 
‘space between the central device and 


~~the lathe work at the end ts clear white 


ipaper, except for the imprint of the 
seal in one space and the denomination 
of the note in another. The seal upon 
the silver certificate will be in hb ue 
and the figures in the open space wii: ve 
in the same ink. 

The reverse side of the note corre- 
sponds to the face in respect to the 
‘large display of white paper, without 
iprinting or. lathe work. Large plain 
figures appear in each corner, and 
scrolls make up an attractive border, 
but the only remaining space upon 
which printing appears is in the center, 
where the usual language regarding the 
qualities of the note as a tender for 
public dues is set forth. The object of 
a clear display of white paper on a: 


sides of the note is to afford a 
guard against counterfeiting. It - 
been found by experts that it is easier 
to detect the use of paper without the 
usual silk threads where it is not cov- 
ered by printing.

SENSATIONS OF A GHOST. 


MEN WHO DIED AND THEN 
CAME TO LIFE AGAIN.

Features of the Spook State as They 
Described Their Experiences. 
The Old Body Scen from the 
Viewpoint of the New—The Nar- 
rator in One Case a Physician. 


[New York Sun:] “Speaking of strange 
experiences,"’ said the professor as_ the 
party sat chatting over their after dinner 
cigars, “if you care to hear it, I will tel 
you how it seems to die. My uncle, Dr. J. 
S. Losg, one of the prominent physic ans 
of St. Louis, told me years ago. The man 
that died was an Irishman named Pairick 
Fiaherty. My uncle did his best to save 
him, but one night said he cou!d not l.ve 
till morning. To his utter amazement he 
found tho Irishman alive and on the road 
to recovery the next morning. In reply to 
his question as to why he had not ded 
during the night as he should have done, 
Pat said: 

*“ ‘Sure, doctor, I did die, but I came to 
life again. And they held a wake over 


} me, but I came back and scared the life 


out of most of them. About 8 o’clock last 
night I fell on the bed utterly exhausted 
and soon became unconscicus. How 1lo..g 
I remained so I don’t know. but the nex. 
thing I knew I felt myse!f falling on the 
floor, which I struck with a buund. I 
looked toward the bed and saw that m 
body lay there stiff and apparentiy dead. 
while my wife knelt beside it crying. I 
glanced at my new body and saw it was 
shaped and clothed iike my old body. I 
did not feel a bit sorry to see the old man 
lying on the bed, and never felt so wel! ia 
my life as I did then. Just then Mrs. Ma- 
ginnis, one of our neighbors. came in and 
she tried to console my wife. She saia: 
‘*‘Well, we'll have the wake tonight. I'll 
have my man get the pipes and tobacco, 
send Tom Johnson after the whitky and my 
boy will go round and give the invites.’’ 
And so she started the ball a-rolling and 
in less than two hours we had a packed 
house and the room full of smoke. 

***Before the people came in I floated up 
and took my seat on one of the crossbeams, 
watching the proceedings. I noticed that 
I was still attached to my old body by 
something which looked like a string. Sev- 
eral times I called out to Bridget to cut 
the string and let me go, but she did not 
seem to hear me. What seemed more cu- 
rious to me, I di@ not want any of the 
whisky nor to esemoke, and it made me 
mad when Tim Cragan tried to pour some 
whisky down my dead throat and then 
stuck a pipe in my mouth. ° 

‘***Along toward morning I felt the string 
pulling me toward the bed. rhen I bad 
reached the bed I became unconscious atain 
and the next thing I remember was when I 
opened my eyes and looked around, asking 
the ones nearest to me for a drink. When 
they saw that I was alive the people fa:l 
over each other in trying to get out of the 
house. Soon dget came to me_ and 
acted just like a woman whose hu band had 
come to life, and we've been waiting to sce 
you.’ 

“That finished the Irishman’s story, but if 
you like I will tell you of ancther man who 
‘had a similar experience, which is more 
Satisfactory, because he was inte licent 
encugh to watch the changes and repo.t 
them when he returned to consc.ousne s. 
This incident happened to one Dr. ‘Warren, 
a physician of Columbus, O.. about twenty 
years ago. I will give you the facts as 
they were related to me by one of the mem- 
bers of the Society of Psychical Research. 
Dr. Warren, when in full possession of ‘his 
faculties, appeared to come to the moment 
of death in the last stage of typhus fever. 
Before the final lapse into unconsciousness 
he discussed with his friends the question 
of immortality. His voice failed and his 
strength weakened, and, as a last effort, he 
stiffened his legs. He lay for hours as 
dead, the church bell being rung for his 
death. A needle was thrust into varisus 
parts of his body from the feet to the hips 
without having any effect. He was puls-- 
less for a long time, and for nearly half an 
hour he appeared absoiutely dead. Whie 
his body was lying in this deathlike trance 
his soul was disengagine itseif from is 
earthly tabernacle. Th'‘s is the account he 
gave of his sensations: 

woke up out ‘of unconsciousness into 
a stato of conscious existence and dise-v- 
ered that the soul was in tae body, but not 
of it. With all the interest of a phy ician. 
I beheld the wonders of my bod.ly anatomy, 
intimately interwoven with which, evn 
tissue for tissue, was I, the living soul of 
that dead body. I learned that the epi- 
dermis was the outside boundary of the ul- 
timate tissues, so to epeak. of the soul. I 
realized my condition. and reasoned calmly 
thus: I have dicd, as men term death, and 
yet I am as much a man ss ever. I! am 
about to get out of the body. I watched 
the interesting process of the separation of 
soul and body. 

‘“**By some power, apparently not my own, 
tho ego was rocked to and fro, latterly, as 
a cradle is rocked, by which process its 
connection with the tissues ef the bocy wes 
broken up. After a little t.me the laieral 
motion ceased, and along the soles of the 
feet, beginning at the toes, passing rariiity 
to the heels, I felt and heard, as it seemed, 
the snapping of innumerable smail cords. 
When this was accomplished, I began slowly 
to retreat from the feet toward the heaa, 
as a rubber cord shortens. I remenber 
reaching the hips and saying to myseif. 
‘“‘Now there is no life below the hips.” I 
can recall no memory of passing.through 
the abdomen or ‘chest, but recollect 


tinctly when my whoie seif was collect:d n- 
TI am all: 


the head, when I reflected thus: 
in the head now. and I shail ftcon be free. 
I passed around the brain as if I were ho- 
low, compressing it and _ its 
slightly on all sides toward the center, and 
peeped out between the sutures of the skull, 


emerging like the flattened edges of a bog. 
I recollect distinct!y how I. 


of membranes. 
appeared to myself something like a jellyfish 
as regards colcr and form. As I emerged 
from the head I floated up and down, and 
latterly like a soap bubble attached to the 
bowl of a pipe, until I at last broke loore 
from the body and fell lightly to the foor. 
where I slowly rose and expanded into a 
full stature of a man. I seemed to be 
translucent, of a bluish cast. 

‘“*T fled toward the partially open door, 
but upon reaching the door I turned anil 
faced the company. As I Cid so my ieit 
elbow came in contact with the arm of one 
of two gentlemen standing in the door. To 
my surprise, his arm passed through min» 
without apparent resistance, the several 
parts closing, again without pain, as air 
reunites. I locked quickly up at h's fac»! 
to see if he had noticed the contact, but 
he gave me no sign—only stood and gaz d 
toward the couch I had just left. I di- 
rected my g2z¢e in the direction of his, and 
saw my own dead body. 

‘Tl saw a number of persons sitting and 
standing about the body, and particularly 


‘noticed two women, app2rently by 


roy left side, and I knew that they were 
weeping. I have since learned that they 
were my wife and my sister. but I had no 
conception of individuality. Wife, sister and 
friend were all as one to me. I did no: 
remember any conditions of relationship; st 
least, I did not think of any. I covld éis- 
tinguish sex, but nothing more. Net one 
lifted her eyes from 

“IT turred and passed out at the open 
door, inclining my head and _ watching 
‘Where T eet my feét as I stepped down onto 
the porch. I crossed the porch. descen*ed 
the steps, walked down the path-and ‘nto 
the street. There I stopped and lo-ked 
about me. I never saw that st eet wore 
d'stinctly than I saw it then. I to-k fots 
of the redners of the soil and of the washes 
the rain had made. I took a rather pa- 
thetic look about me, like one who is about 
to leave his home for a long time. Ten 
I discovered that I had become larger than 
I was in earth life, and congratulated my- 
self thereupon. was fomewhat smaller 
in the body than I just liked to be, but in 
the ncxt life, I thought, I am to be as I de- 
sired. My clothes, I noticed, had accom- 
modated themselves to my increased stature, 
end I fell to wondering where they came 
from and how they got on to me so quickly 
and without mv knowledge. I examined the 
fabric, and judged it to be cf some kind 
of Scotch material—a gcod suit, I thourht, 
but not handsome: still, neat 
erough. e coat fits loosely, 
that is well for summer. “How well I 
fee!.’"" I theught. “Only a few minutes 
ago I was horribly sick and distress é. 
Then came that change called death, which 
I have so much dreaded. It is past now, 
and here am I, still a man, alive and think- 
ing—yes, thinking as clearly as ever, and 
how well feel.”’ : 

“‘In the exuberance of my joy at the 
thought that I would never be sick avain 
I danced in high glee. I then not’ced tha’ 
I could see the back of my coat with the 
eyes of my old body, while my spiritual

eyes were looking forward. I discovered 
that a small cord, like the thread of a 
spider's. web, ran from my shoulders back 
to my body and was attached to it at the 
base of the neck In front. Then I pass d 
through the air upheld by a pair of hands 
which I could feel pressirg lignt.y cn my 
sides. I traveled at a ewift but pleasant 
rate of speed unti! I arrived on a ra.row 
but well-built roadway inclined upwaid at 
an angle of 25 degrees.

In its annual report, just submitted, 
the San Francisco grand jury bears 
down exceedingly hard on the shot 
machine evil, which the Committee 
on Gambling characterizes as “the 
most nefarious ‘cinch’ ever invented 
by a sure-thing gambler.”” the 
course of its report on the subject of 
gambling, the committee uses the fol- 
lowing vigorous langu@ze: 


“From the evidence obtained and 
our personal observation, we are 
forced to the conclusion that this evil 
has become so flagrant and prevalent 
as to urgently require the serious at- 
tention, not only of the grand jury, 
but of all citizens as well, who are 
solicitous for the moral and _ social 
welfare of San Francisco, That the 
nickel-in-the-slot machine is a gam- 
bling device and a percentage game, 
every one knows. It is operated for 
money, and it makes no. difference 
whether it pays in cigars, drinks, 
doughnuts or dollars. It yields to its 
owners a fixed percentage in coin. As 
a percentage game it is a veritable 
robbery, compared with faro, ‘stud- 
horse poker,’ roulette, craps and other 
games that are prohibited because they 
are percentage games. There can be 
no question that the nickel-in-the-slot 
machine is the most nefaricus ‘cinch’ 
ever invented by a sure-thing gambler. 

“A ‘brace-faro’ game is compara- 
tively an honest speculation: a wheel 
of fortune on a race track legitimate: 
marked cards in poker proper. ad- 
juncts of skill; the ‘string game,’ the 
‘gold brick, the ‘long green,’ the 
thimble-rigging, shell and pea game 
and the allurements of the bunco- 
steerer are positively all more inno- 
cent and harmless than this ubiqui- 
tcus and insidious monster.ever tempt- 
ing, always ready, open-mouthed and 
insatiate for more victims. There 
is scarcely a neighborhood within the 
confines of our city where its perni- 
cious presence is not perverting the 
good habits and debauching the 
morals of both youth and manhood. 

“Your committee, therefore, re- 
spectfully suggests to this grand jury 
to make a strong publie declaration 
of their deep sense of the disgrace 
and injury inflicted upon this com- 
munity by this licensed iniquity.” 


This is strong language, but tle 
circumstances of the case no doubt 
justify it.

“THE PROBLEM OF T4E PHIJIP?PI2, ES.’ 

Under the above title, the Repub- 
lican Club. of the city of New’ York 
has issued a pamphlet containing, in 
concise form, some striking facts and 
conclusions relative to the Philippines. 
The constitutionality of our acquisi- 
tion of territory beyond the bounda- 
ries of the United States proper is 
not regarded as an open question, and 
the position is taken “the only 
question for consideration in rélAtion 
to amy project of territorial acquisi- 
tion is the question of expediency.” 
The fact is pointed out that the policy 
and impolicy of “territorial expansion,” 
so-called, has in reality ceased to be a 
political issue, inasmuch as we have 
actually expanded our territory. 
“Rightly or wrongly,” says the writer, 
“wikkly or unwisely, for better or 
worse, we have become a world power 
—now and for all time. Our flag has 
been raised over island territories so 
far apart that when the rays of the 
evening sun falling upon. the 
eastern boundaries of our territory 
iis morning beams are lighting the 
beautiful shores of our extreme pos- 
session to the west.” , | 

The real question with which we 
are confronted is not how we can es- 
cape the duties which have _ been 
thrusi upon us, but now we can best 
discharge them, in justice to  our- 
selves and to the peoples whom we 
have released from bondage to Spain. 
This is the great problem which con- 
fronts us,.and which must be solved 
in the very near future. It is a 
problem which will severely test the 
quality and the wisdom of our states- 
manship. But there is no doubt that 
we shall be fully equal to the require- 
ments of the occasion. | 

The argument aavanced in the pam- 
phiet, in favor of ‘our retaining the 
Philippines, is strong, if not unan- 
Swerable. Having acquired ‘them, it 
would be “both politically rash and 
morally wrong” to incur the serious 
consequences which would ensue 
should we see fit to relinquish them. 
To return them to Spain would be 
“to hand them over to a war of des- 
peration on one side and of exter- 
mination on the other.” To sell them 
or to cede them to another power 
would be equauy impracticable. Our 
plain duty, therefore, is to retain 
sovereignty over them, giving to the 
inhabitants as large a measure of 
political freedom. as they show them- 
selves capable of exercising judi- 
ciously. Concerning the commercial 
and strategic value of the islands, the 
writer well says: 

“The great commerce of the future 
will be between the shores of the 
Pacific. The trade with Asia is the 
source of wealth for which the world’s 
great powers are contending and are 
almost on the brink of war. The 
annual trade of China alone already 
amounts to $273,000,000, and, as has 
been pointed*out, this trade, at what 
may be termed only its normal rate 
of increase, in less than twenty years 
will equal in volume. the present trade 
cf the whole world with the people of 
the United States. The United States 
lie nearer Asia than any other coun- 
try that has to seek-the Asiatic ports 
by sea. We have an advantage in 
this particular as great as that which 
comes from our unique position as wu 
continental nation lying between the 
two great oceans, and it would be 
despising the gifts of Providence to 
throw that advantage away, or fail 
to make the most of it. In order to 
do this, we must stand upon an equal 
footing with every other nation in 
respect to Asiatic trade and Asiatic 
development. The ‘cross-roads’  sta- 
tion we already have at Hawaii. The 
Philippines will place us at the gate- 
wiy of China and win us a position 
that will secure respect for our 
claims to rights equal to those of any 
other nation. in the trade with 400.,- 
060,000 of Asiatics. If we are to ad- 
vocate the policy of the ‘open door,’ 
the nearer we are to the door the less 
the probability will be that other 
powers will attempt to clcese it. We 
need the Philippines then, not only 
for the benefit arising from the de- 
velopment of their native riches and 
the opening they afford for extended 
American enterprise and trade. but 
they are-also a necessary outpost for 
us in the world-wide struggle for com- 
mercial equality. To take them from 
Sprain if it be-called conquest, is ‘a 
just one. It is merely collecting the 
judgment in our favor rendered after 
trial by battle, a judgment from 
which there is no appeal. So far as 
the natives are concerned, our sov- 
ereignty would be a blessing to them, 
and there is small reason to believe 
that it wouid not soon be universally, 
as if is already most widely, wei- 
comed and desired among them. For 
them the taking of the islands by the 
United States 1s not conquest, but 
liberation. For us, the measure is 
not one of aggression, but one of self- 
preservation. And, looking soberly to 
the future, we should take those posi- 
tions of advantage, secure those ter- 
ritories, extend our boundaries’ in 
such direction as our security requires 
and the laws of nations and cf right 


9nd nermit 
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but the United States is a large na- 
tion, the Nicaragua Canal is/a large 
undertaking, and the interests which 
it will serve are large interests. It is 
no seven-by-nine scheme. We want 
that canal; we've got the money in 
hand to build it, and we are going to 
have it, or there will be red, red gore 
on the lunar disc. 


To Mr. Bulla: It has been quite 
evident, sir, from the beginning, that

LONDON, Dec. 25.—[{Special Cable 
Letter.] Britannia presents her children 
with a handsome Christmas present in 
the shape of penny postage to forty- 
five differen parts of the empire. To- 
morrow the same stamp that carries 
a letter across the street in London will 
frank it to Hongkong, on the other side 
of the globe. Important colonies like 
Australia and Cape Colony have still 
to join, but their adhesion cannot be 
long delayed. Then it. is hoped that 
the United States will complete the 
circle. Henniker Heaton, a member 
of Parliament, to whose crusade this 
advance is chiefly due, has sent a sil- 
ver penny to all his friends as a 
Christmas greeting. 

An ugly but typical incident still 
further strains relations between Eng- 
land and the Transvaal. The Boer po- 
lice were called upon to quell a row 
in front of the house of a British sub- 
ject in Johannesburg, named Edgar. 
They called out Edgar and a policeman 
shot him dead. The policeman has been 
released on $1000 bail Tomorrow a mass 
meeting of the foreign inhabitants of 
Johannesburg has been called to pro- 
test against the insecurity of life and 
property under Boer rule, and to de- 
mand protection against police tyranny. 
Things have been going from bad to 
worse in the Transvaal for some time, 
and sooner or later such an incident as 
this will bring about a crisis out of 
which the Transvaal may not emerge 

t all. 

Britiah force in South Africa is be- 
ing steadily increased in view of event- 
valities. Four hundred men sailed from 
Southampton Thursday, more are leav- 
ing here today, there will be another 
draft a week hence, altogether 1000 
men. Sir Alfred Milner, Governor of 
Cape Colony and Conynghan Green, 
British resident at Pretoria, are both 
in London, and have had several con- 
ferences at the colonial office. To your 
correspondent, about the need of pro- 
tection for British subjects in the 
Transvaal, the colonial Secretry curtly 
replied today that ‘British interest are 
thoroughly protected by Her Majesty’s 
government, not only in the Transvaal, 
but everywhere else as well.” 

I have frequently called attention to 
the fact that the arming of England 
has not undergone any reduction. The. 
Chancellor of the Exchequer recently 
stated that only a few thousand pounds 
had been spent. With this statement 
may be compared the official announce- 
ment that a very large number of me- 
chanics who have been working over- 
time at Sheerness Dockyard for months, 
now have ceased to do so. A few thou- 
sand® pounds would not pay these men 
alone for their extra work. Moreover, 
when the channel squadron reached 
Deavenport, orders were issued to un- 
dertake no repairs that could not be 
completed in forty-eight hours. Seven 
million cartridges were ordered from 
private firms in Birmingham a few 
weeks ago. Now an order for 30,000 
shells is given there. This means that 
the government arsenals cannot meet 
the demand. Not for years at this time 
have such quantities of ammunition 
stores been sent to the Mediterranean 
and to the East. Thirty-five thousand 
tons were sent in October, 40,000 in No- 
vember, more this month, and January 
will surpass any. All depots abroad 
will then be completely filled. 

In view of the Russian negotiation 
for a loan I may add to what I said 
last week, that information had reached 
me that Russia had failed in similar 
negotiations in Amsterdam. The Daily 
Mail announces from Odessa that Rus- 
sia proposes to augment her Pacific 
squadron by four battleships, six cruis- 
ers, two gunboats and a flotilla of tor- 
pedo boats and destroyers. The govy- 
ernment offers special premiums for 
service in the Far East. Forty harbor 
engineers have ileft for Talien Wan, 
5,000,000 roubles being set apart for 
harbor works there. It is officially an- 
nounced today taat 11,000,000 roubles 
will be assigned by the middle of next 
year to raise the pay of all officers on 
regimental duty. Thus ft is clear where 
American money will go. 

The Deutsche Zeitung of Vienna 
gives astonishing news concerning the 
so-called monastery, which was con- 
scecrated at Galataria, just outside 
Constantinople, last Sunday by Grand 
Duke Nicholas, uncle of the Czar, to 
the memory of Russian troops who fell 
in the war with Turkey. It says it 
_is a. real fortress, entirely designed 
Russian Military Attaché Pashkoff. It 
is surrounded by a thick wall, with 
loopholes, and has a high tower, from 
which a searchlight could be thrown 
into the Sultan’s palace. It has case- 
mated vaults and machinery ostensibly 
for pumping water, but available for 
other purposes. Twenty monks with a 
number of servants will be its garrison. 
To my Knowledge similar fortified 
monasteries exist in Asia Minor, but 


one within range of Yildiz Kiosk is 
indeed a novelty.

MANY TRAGEDIES. 


NUMEROUS VICTIMS OF MURDER, 
ROBBERY AND FIRE. 


Staid Old Philadelphia a Scene of 
Crime and Accident on _ the 
Peaceful Christmas Day—Horri- 
ble Deaths by Flames—Police 
Busier Than Ever. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.} 

PHILADELPHIA, Dec. 25.—The 
peace and good-will season of the past 
twenty-four hours have. kept the police 
of this city busier than they have been 
for many a day. The gravest case 
which called for their services may re-, 
sult in a triple murder. . It occurred 
tonight in a disreputable resort near 
Eleventh and Race streets. Mrs. Mary 
Johnson and Mrs. Alice White, both 
colored women, 28 years old, weve sh 
in the head and body, and Charies ENV 
Moore, a 34-year-old white man, was 
shot in the back by George St. Clair, 
colored. /Mrs. White is not expected 
to live through the night, and \he 
other two victims are in a critical con- 
dition. | 

The shooting occurred in Mrs... John- 
son’s house. According to her state- 
ment, St. Clair, who lives near by, 
accompanied by a colored friend from 
Washington, name unknown, forced an 
entrance while the women were sleep- 
ing, and picked a quarrel over a trivial 
matter, finally drawing a revolver and 
firing three shots, all of which took 
effect. Moore, who was unknown ‘to 
the parties, was looking for-another 
house, when he accidentally stumbled 
into the place while St. Clair was shoot- 
ing. The pistol was promptly turned 
on him, and he was shot in the back. 
St. Clair and his companion escaped, 
and up to a late hour haye not been 
captured. 

Flames found four victims during the 
Christmas period. Mrs. John Ford 
and her infant daughter were burned 
to death at their home in a fire caused 
by an explosion of an oil lamp, and 
Miss Mary Coyle, aged 70 years, met 
death from a like cause. , She fell 
down stairs with a lighted lamp in her 
hand. 

Mrs. Kate McNicol, aged 42, was ter- 
ribly burned by the upsetting of an oil 
lamp at her home, and died tonight. 

Griffith Harvey, an 82-year-old rape | 
man, fell from a third story window 
his home, last night, and died from a 
fractured skull, 

Joseph McAvoy was sandbagged by 
two men. who followed him from a 
Camden saloon early this morning, an@ 
robbed him of $46. He will recover. 

Miss Emma Lamparter, also of Came 
den. was walking to the ferry after a 
night’s shopping in this city, when she 
was held up by a negro who fired at 
her with a revolver. The bullet grazed 
her cheek, but her assailant was 
frightened off without booty,

What Cansed the Typhoid, 
“I believe that the experiences of our 


troops in the camps demonstrated that. 


the spread of typhoid fever was very 
largely due to flies,”’ said a veteran of 
the late war yesterday. ‘It is cer- 
tainly very plausible to believs that the 
flies which swarmed about the sinks 
collected the typhoid germs on .their 
feet, and then deposited them on the 
food. A fiy’s foot, you know, is, com- 
paratively speaking, a large part cf his 
anatomy. The statement that 1000 ty- 
phoid germs could readily become at- 
ta: hed ‘0 a fly’s foot does not str us- 
reasonable. According to the accepted 
theory typhcid fever is produced by the 
eerms plant'ng themselves on the mu- 
cous membrance of the human system, 
It is not difficult to conceive that the 
flies with the germs on their feet may 
alight on meat or other food about to 
be served to the troops, and that by 
that means the germs may be conveyed 
to the mucous membrane of the integ- 
tinal canal.”

IN THE OIL FIELDS. 


STRIKE IN A NEW WELL OF THE 
YURON COMPANY. 


DeGroat Pushing Work on His Well. 


Near the Park—Production Well 


Sustained—Five New Wells—The 


Santa Fe’s New Well at Fullerton. 


The efforts which are being put forth 
by oil producers in the western part of 
the western field to find new deposits 
of oil have at least been crowned with 
@ measure of success. Among new 
wells lately drilled in that portion of 
the field is one belonging to the Yukon 
Oil Company, near the junction of 
Miramar and Alvarado streets, about 
100 feet distant from the 1600-foot park 
limit. The strike was made last week, 
and Dr. W. A. Lamb, of the Yukon 
Company, when asked about it, said: 

“Yes, we are down in oil in that well, 
but it has been hard drilling. We do 
not ourselves know yet just what the 
yield of the well will be, but we sup- 
pose it will be about an average w ell.” 
It is down over 1000 feet, and they went 
through 200 feet of coarse sand, of such 
a quicksand character that it was al- 
most impossible to put i: easirg. 
side of the value of the weil as a pro- 
ducer the strike is important as doing 
indicative of the existence of oil in 
that part of the field, and wiil probably 
cause further efforts to be made in 
that neighborhood by other producers. 

W. De Groot is ;zoing ahead on his well 
at the 1600-foot limit. There are many 
people—not oil producers—who believe 
that the best thing the city and prop- 
erty-owners in the Westlake Park re- 
gion could do is to let Mr. De Groot 
go ahead and sink his well, and in so 
doing determine the question whether 
there is oil or no oil there. A belief 
prevails among many oil producers 
that De Groot will be unsuccessful in 
his efforts to find oil, and that as drill- 
ing in that section is very expensive, he 
will, as one of them phrased it, “throw 
up ‘the sponge, and gracefully retire 
from the field, there being neither glory 
nor profit in drilling unprofitable holes.” 

Production during the past week, tak- 
ing the field at large, was a good av- 
erage, with no visible signs of any im- 
mediate decrease. Those who have 
given close attention to the field during 
the last four months express the opin- 
ion that the Los Anseles field may be 
relied upon for an aver2ze ec? £500 bar- 
rels a day throughout the coming year. 
This will be sufficient, in conjunction 
with the Fullerton product,to’ provide 
for local consumption, and which, taken 
in conjunction with the quantity above 
ground in the field and in storage, 
should be amply sufficient to remove 
any uncertainties from the minds of 
those consumers who may have had, or 
still have doubts.as to where their 
cheap fuel was go to come from 
during the year to come. During the 
present week the production will be be- 
low the average, but that will be due 
to the fact that many of the wells will 
remain closed down today to give the 
men a Christmas holiday. 

Five new wells were commenced dur- 
ing the week, all of them in the eastern 
portion of the western field. 

In the Fullerton district the Santa Fé 
Railway Company reports having 
started on a new well, No. 13. The 
yield within other wells continues about 
the average of the last three months. 

The revort of the Bureau of Statis- 
tics at Washington for November shows 
a very serious falling off in the foreign 
demand for American petroleum. This, 
as explained, is partly due to the higher 
prices asked, and which have tended 
to check foreign consumption. The ex- 
ports for October were smaller than 
those of October, 1897, ‘and those for 
last month (November,) were, as shown 
by the report, nearly three million gal- 
lons less than those of October. The 
October exports showed a falling off of 
over eight million gallons, as compared 
with September exports, and those for 
the latter month were ten millions 
short of August shipments 

The exports of mineral Gils from the 
United States during last month (No- 
vember,) including’ crude, naphthas, 
residuum, illuminating, lubricating and 
paraffin oils, were 76,007,690 gallons, 


valued at $4,496,250, as compared with } 


82,676,014 gallons, valued at $4,964,730 
in, November of last year. Compared 
with the exports for October, there is 
a decrease of 3,517,137 gallons in amount 
and $146,898 in value. 

The total exports of petroleum, and 
its products, for October, 1898, were 79,- 
524,827 gallons, valued at $4,643,148. This 
was a decline from the September fig- 
ures of 8,474,777 gallons in amount and 
$134,878 in value. For October, 1897, 
the exports were 87,843,419 gallons, 
Valued at $4,960,228, showing a falling 
off during that month of 8,318,592 gallons 
in amount and $317,080 in value. 

The total exports of petroleum for 
the year ended December 31, 1897, were 
994,297,757 gallons, valued at $59,057,547. 
In 1896 they were 931,785,022 gallons, 
valued at $62,764,278. Our exports of 
petroleum and its products for 1895 
amounted to 853,126,130 gallons, and 
were valued at $56,224,425: while those of 
1894 were 894,862,155 gallons, valued at 
$40,483,088.

JUST BEFORE THE FIGHT. 


The Plug That Made the Twenty- 
fourth at San Juan. 

[Washington Star:] “It has struck 
me right along that the newspapers 
have been making a terrific hullabaloo 
over the ways things were run down in 
Cuba, Porto Rico and in the American 
camps, with very little reliable infor- 
mation upon which to base 
charges,”’ said an officer of the Twen- 
ty-fourth Infantry (one of the negro 
regiments,) who was struck by three 
Mauser bullets—badly wounded by one 
of them—and a piece of shell in the 
fight at San Juan. “I didn’t see much 
to complain about under the circum- 
stances down in Cuba, and I had a 
pretty fair chance to see what was go- 
ing on. The only genuine criticism; in 
fact, that I have to make refers to the 
scarcity of tobacco among the troops 
down there. Tobacco was at a premium 
during the greater portion of our stay 
in Cuba, and the soldiers who were de- 
prived of it would very willingly have 
paid for it at one price of its weight 
in gold. J don’t think it would be pos- 
sible to overestimate the value of to- 
bacco to troops undergoing a hard cam- 
paign. It is bread and meat and drink 
to a soldier enduring the hardships of 
war. It is at once a‘stimulant and a 
tonic, and its value in allaying hunger 
is well known to experienced com- 
manders. Queer as it may seem, chew- 
ing tobacco also allays thirst. I know 
this, because I’ve tried it. Another 
point with reference to the chewing of 
tobacco by soldiers in a campaign is 
that all of the old-timers swallow the 
juice of the weed. They allow that it is 
apt to make fellows not used to han- 
dling it in that way a bit sick at first, 
but they say that the stimulating ef- 
fect of the plant fis lost if the juice is 
expectorated. 

“IT never had a better illustration of 
the value of tobacco to men who had 
léng been hankering for it than on the 
day of the San Juan fight. The black 
soldiers of my outfit of the Twenty- 
fourth had been entirely tobaccoless al- 
most from the time we landed in Cuba, 
and it was the hardest kind of a depri- 
giggly upon men who had been used 
for years to consuming the weed in all

The Christ Child. 

AVID WALK, in the Church of 

Christ on Eighth street near Cen- 

tral avenue, read Luke ii, 7, and 
anounced as the subject of his sermon, 
“The Christ Child.” “And she brought 
forth her first born son, and wrapped 
him in swaddling clothes, and laid him 
in a manger, because there was no 
room for them in the inn.’ 

And this was His reception on the 
part of those whom He came to save. 
This was the reception of Him concern- 
ing whom the rapt Isaiah sang: ‘‘For 
unto us a child is born, wnto us a son 
is given.” He was to be everybody’s 
child, everybody’s son, and yet there 
was no room for Him in the miserable 
khan by the roadside. No one among all 
the millions of children whom He has 
made happy and for whom He inaugu- 
rated a new era, has failed of a warmer 
welcome. But heaven took a different 
view of the matter. Earth might be 
neglectful, but the celestials could not 
hold their peace. And as singing is 
the natural expression of a joyful soul 
here, so it seems to be of those whose 
voices were trained to awaken the 
echoes in the home and palace of the 
Eternal. The leader of the angelic 
choir began with a solo: “Be not afraid, 
for behold, I bring you good tidings of 
great joy which shall be to all the peo- 
ple; for there is born to you this day 
in the city of David a Savior, who is 
Christ, the Lord.” And he was an- 
swered by a multitude of the heavenly 
host praising God and saying, “Glory 
to God in the highest, and on earth 
peace, good will toward men.” And 
this. was the first Christian anthem. 
The angels knew if men didn't, and 
they stood by Him to the last. 

There would appear tO have been 
something prophetic and significant in 
the circumstances attending His ad- 
vent. As a matter of preference, I do 
not think that the Christ Child would 
have chosen a. stable as the place of 
His birth; but really, there was no 
choice in the matter. It was a stable or 
nothing; that is, it was a stable or the 
open common for a bed, and the dark 
wintry sky for a covering. For, as I 
have said, He had no choice; neither 
has He any option now. He enters only 
where He is made welcome, and it is 
not written that the gentle beasts of 
the stall entered protest to His sharing 
with them the humble shelter of the 
stable. Even as we, ourselves, He does 
not like to force His way into anybody’s 
house or heart, and so He says, “Behold, 
I stand at the door and knock; if any 
man hear my voice and open the door,

Flanking the altar on either side was 
the text in brown and gold: “God of 
God; Light of Light.’’ Over the rood- 
screen were the words “‘Glory to God in 
the Highest,” done in red and white, 
and around the walls was the running 
scroll: “For unto you is born this day 
in the city of David a Savior which is 
Christ the Lord.” Uluminated banners 
graced the west wall and the transept. 
Large congregations attended all of the 
services, notably the early celebration, 
and the music was of a high order. 
The rector, Rev. B. W. R. Tayler, 
preached at 11 o’clock from St. Mat- 
thew i, 23: ‘“‘They shall call His name 
Immanuel, which is, ebing interpreted, 
God with us.’”’ He said: 

“That which should engross the 
thought of a Christian at Christmas 
tide is not a mere sentimental view of 
the events at Bethlehem, but the im- 
portant fact that God condescended to 
become tabernacled in humanity; that. 
God has honored humanity by taking 
of its flesh and blood to reveal Himself? 
to man as man. We need to realize 
and emphasize the truth that the In- 
carnate Son of God came to us, dwells 
with us and touches with divine power 
human souls. By His coming He has 
changed the current of human progress, 
giving it a distinct upward tendency of 
betterment and improvement. The 
civilization of the world as it exists to- 
day has been possible only because of 
Jesus Christ and His teachings. Mere 
humanitarianism will admit this much. 
But our vision sees beyond the lines 
of human progress, beyond the limits 
of national civilization. We see the 
cause behind, and we know that it 
has not only been because of the ad- 
vent of a new prophet anda new 
preacher to take His place beside the 
other prophets and teachers who have 
helped the world in its progress, but 
the real power lies in the fact that that 
teacher was God Himself, the Divine 
and Eternal ‘Deity taking upon Him 
man’s flesh and blood. We are in per- 
fect accord and harmony with those 
who speak of the Man of Nazareth asa 
great teacher, one whose precepts stand 
on the very highest plane of moral 
teaching. But we part company with 
them when they refuse to accord Him 
that deity—not divinity only, but deity 
—which He claimed, which He substan- 
tiated, and which alone makes of Him 
a being of truth and integrity. An 
ancient writer has said of Him: ‘Si non 
Deus, non bonus.’ Only the son of God 
or a blasphemer could have used the 
language which Jesus used, and the 
life of Jesus was not the life of a 
blasphemer, nor are the marvelous 
effects of His life effects which a blas- 
phemer could produce. There is no al- 
ternative but to believe that the words 
‘Immanuel, God with us,’ spoken of by 
the prophet of old, is a holy truth 
which we express our belief in every 
time we say in the Nicene Creed that 
He ‘was incarnate by the Holy Ghost of

“The best gift on earth is the gift of be- 
ing young. Some people were fortunate 
enough to be born young, and have always 
remained young. Even after time has 
plowed his furrows in their foreheads, 
stamped his crowsfeet under their eyes and 
spewed his salt spume in their whiskers, 
they are still young. Others were born 
old and always remain so. The beauty of 

ristmas is that it makes people young. 

‘No person who is young ought to want 
anything else, yet you do. You want 
money. You laid in your bed this mofn- 
ing and dreamed of a luxurious coach rum- 
bling by. Inside was somebody lolling on 

e cushions, and that was you. There 
you laid and looked at yourself. One cau 

6 happier dreaming about a good timé 
than in having it When you have fun 
that’s all there is to it; but when you 
dream of having fun you can watch your- 
gelf having it, and that’s better. 

“Better than strength, better than beauty, 
is youth, the Klondike region of life, the 
time when we dig wells from which we 
draw water all the rest of our lives to ir- 
rigate our disappointed hopes. And young 
‘people today are running the world and. set- 
tling all its great questions while we sit 
on the fence and give a little advice. What 
are the worsl’s great questions? We are 
apt to be mistaken about that. The great 
questions are not the Tariff, the Currency, 
the Nicaragua Canal. We peep at those 
out of the attic windows of the mind, They 
are chaff which the wind bloweth away. 
The real questions of life sit around our 
hearth-stones. They are not in the alge- 
bra on the desk, but in the novel under the 
desk. Youth settles them. 

“What trade or occupation shall the man

husband the woman shall have. What are 
we going to do with God and duty? . Nine- 
s of all these questions are settled in 
childhocd. 

“And youth is the time when life gets its 
flavor, that flavor which is a man’s chief 
characteristic. When you sit by a man,

nila of his coat or the color of his necktie, 
wnless it’s red. He has some trick of man- 
per or of gait that you can recognize two 
blocks away, however. You can distingyish 

s footfall in the dark. Go into the Sen- 
ate chamber of the United States, and you 
can tell where every Senator was brought 
up. You can smell codfish on the hands 
of one, and can tell thet another came from

I never saw a truly great mon 
but was simple, childlike, approachable, 

lain. Some books are so great that no- 

ody can understand them; some men are 
so pompous that they can’t understand 
themsélves. We are to be childiika, but 
ot childish. Nine-tenths of the sin in the 
orld is childishness. War is nothing but 
@ grand child's game. Men kill a thou- 
sand of each othér and then sign a treaty 
eace. Why not sign the tréaty of peace 
and kill a few people afterwards? Al-

“Social life’ is child's play. A lot. of

You ask, have we 
not been told that love is the greatest thing 
in the world? That depends on how you 
spell it. It is the grestest thing in the 
world if it is spelled corvrectly—and I'll tel 
you how to speli it.

A Pittsburgh Blind Man’s Faithful 
and Intelligent Friend. 


[Pittsburgh News:]} There is no more 
intelligent, patient and faithful friend 
of man among dumb animals than the 
dog. This is not a particularly new 
thought, but it is one the truth of which 
was forcibly impressed on me by an 
accident that happened a Third avenue 
and Smithfield street. I met a blind man 
nearing a crossing there and he was 
led by a handsome dog of one of the 
hunting breeds. 

“Look out there,” I said to him, 
“there is a step at this crossing.” 

“Thank you very kindly, sir,’’ 
said, “but you need not have bothered 
about it. The dog would have told me 
of it in time.’’ 

It was true... The dog would have 
told hm. He had the dog harnessed 
something after the fashion of the har- 
ness that is put on a woman’s pet 
poodle. He held a small leading line 
from this harness in his left hand. 
When the dog came to aé_ crossing 
where it was necessary to step up, it 
pulled the string to the right.

GIGANTIC MONOLITH. 


It Will Mark the Rockefeller Family 
Pilot in Cleveland. 

[New York Herald:] The mammoth 
monolith, with its bases ahd die or- 
dered by John D. Rockefeller from the 
Barre Granite Works, and which is 
being dressed at their quarry, is near 
enough to completion to warrant the 
company in promising delivery by the 
middle of November. ; 

This monument, which is to be 
erected in the Rockefeller family lot 
in Lakeview Cemetery, Cleveland, 18 
by far the largest ever quarried in 
America, and ‘it is believed to be the 
tallest and most costly one to mark 
the resting place of a private citizen 
anywhere in the world, 

The bare cost of the monument, de- 
livered on board the cars at the quarry, 
is $50,000, and at least $10,000 more will 
be expended for transportation to 
Cleveland and for the erection of tie 
memorial in Lakeview Cemetery. 

The dimensions of this macnificent 
mortuary memorial are rather startling. 
It has been quarried and dressed in 
four parts, each of the finest quality 
of Vermont granite. The bottom base, 
so-called, is 14 feet square and 3 feet 
high; the second base is 9 feet 2 inches 
square and 3 feet 10 inches high; the 
die, which surmounts the last men- 
tioned piece, is 6 feet § inches square 
and 7 feet high; the spire, which at its 
base is 5 feet square, will tower to a 
height of 52 feet, thus making the total 
height of the monument 65 feet and 10 
inches. 

The weight of the monolith spire 
alone is more than one hundred tons, 
and of the entire monument about 
one hundred and thirty-five tons. By 
way of comparison it may be mentioned 
that the Egyptian obelisk in Central 
Park, which also is of granite, ig sev- 
enty feet in height and weighs a little 
less than tow hundred tons, 

The spire is so long and ®o heavy 
that it has been a serious problem for 
the granite company to solve how to 
get it to its destination without injury 
to the stone and without straining 
bridges and crushing roadbeds. It is 
beyond dispute the largest stone that 
can be shipped by rail with safety. 
Cars have been specially constructed 
for its transportation: they are of ex- 
traordinary Strength and unusual 
length. A route has heen chosen which 
affords the greatest possible freedom 
from sharp curves, as well as providing 
the most substantial roadbed and 
bridges. Only the most skillful @ran- 
ite cutters in the country have been 
employed upon this monumént. 

Though of mammoth size, and to cost 
a comfortable fortune, one of the most 
striking features of the monument will 
be its simplicity. There will be 
scarcely any ornamental work upon it, 
and the only ins¢ription will be the 
word “Rockefeller” in large raised let- 
ters. 

This monument will be the tallest, 
and, with one exception, the most im- 
posing structure in Cleveland’s beauti- 
ful cemetery. It will be erected in the 
center of a semi-circle of vaults, where 
in time will rest the mortal remains of 
the entire Rockefeller family. The lot 
is a large one, on the brow of a hill. 
overlooking Lake Erie and parts of 
Cleveland and its attractive suburbs. 
Many pretentious monuments are near 


by, including the beautiful Garfield me- 
morial. 


A DROP OF INK. 


Prevented Ford’s Going to the Front 
to Fight for His Country. 


[St. Louis Globe-Democrat:] J. C. 
Ford of Chicago, a guest of the La- 
clede Hotel, was kept out of the serv- 
ice of Uncle Sam during the late war 
with Spain by a single drop of India 
ink. Mr. Ford, though he has passed 
the fiftieth milestone, wears a medal 
commemorate of distinguished service, 
and protests that he is as well auali- 
fied to stand the fatigue& of army life 
as many a younger recruit. The medal. 
Which he wears as a watch charm, is 
a handsome gold one. An inscription on 
its reverse side shows that he was once 
the commander of the best drilled mili- 
tary company in the world. During the 
Worlds Fair in Chicago in 1893, Mr. 


Ford was first lieutenant of Co. G. 
Third Wisconsin Militia Regiment, 


which organization was chosen to ren- 
resent the United States in an interna- 
tional drill, in which the military of 
eight nations took part, including Eng- 
land, France and Germany.

A OHRIS TMAS FEAST, 


SIX SCORE OF NEWSDOYS ENJOY 
HOSPITALLIPY OF THE TIMES. 


| A Nanquet of Old-time Goodtes with 
Garnishihgs Sapplied by Juve- 
nile Ingenuity—A Dox of Apples 
That Went Around a Good Many 
Times—Songs and Music, 


The annual Christmas feast of The 
Times newsboys was served yesterday 
afternoon at the Royal Bakery, to the 
unutterable delight of six score urching 
who gorged. themselves to the chin 
With turkey, pudding, ice cream and 
other Christmas delicacies: :

KILLED AT A _ CROSSING. 


William Burke Strack by Santa Fe 
Train at Ninth Street. 
William Burke, aged about 17, was 
struck by a Santa Fé train w hile com- 
ing into the city Jast eve ening shortly 
after dark, between Seventh and Ninth 
streets. The boy was killed, the milk 
wagon h» was driving wrecked, and 
one of the horses of the team killed. 
The other horse was knocked to the side 


of the treck, but not hurt. 


The boy was in the employ of J. 


Relihan, a dairyman on Ninth 
street, and was driving one of. his 
wagons the accident occurred. 
Engineer George Gordon of the train 
stated it as his opinion that the boy 
Was driving in the middle of the track 
when struck by the train. His fireman, 
J. lL. Grose, concurred in this opinion. 
Neither engineer or fireman saw any- 
thing of the team until within prob- 
ably twenty feet. Then’ they saw the 
horses, but thought they were running 
loose, horses running free ziving the 
S: anta Fé a good deal of trouble at this: 
point. The place where the train struck 
the team was thought by “ngineer 
(rordon to be about thirty rods east of 
Ninth street. One horse was knocked to 
the right and the other to the left 


side 
of the track. The front part of the 
wagon Was pushed down the track 


about a hundrer feet before the train 
was stopped. The rear end of the wogan 
was piled up to the ‘oft of .the train. 
Th: boy was found on top of the heap 
of wreckage. When lifted into the bes- 
gage car Dr. C, W. Pierce of the South- 
ern California - Hospital, who was on 
board the train, noted a slight flutter- 
ing of the heart which subsided in a 
moment. Examination showed a hole 
in the skul! just above the right ear, 
from which the brain was oozing. The 
bey’s right leg was broken above the 
knee, and the hip crushed. No other 
bones were found broken. It is supposed 
that the fatal wound was caused by 
some sharp projection on the pilot of 
the engine. After arrival in the city 
the body was turned over to Orr & 
Hlines, No. 647 South Broadway, where 
the inque st will be held this morning.
